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COMMENTS 


Town of Deer Isle 
‘January 15, 1957 to January 15, 1958 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of 
Deer Isle has been completed for the municipal year 
ended January 15, 1958. The audit included an examin- 
ation of the records maintained by the Assessors, Select- 
men, Treasurer, Tax Collector, School District and the 
records of the Treasurer of the Fire Association, insofar 
as they pertained to the town appropriation. 


The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions, as well as an analysis of available funds and ex- 
penditures. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $10,171.19 was reconciled with 
the statements furnished by the Union Trust Company, 
Elisworth, Maine; and the Bar Harbor Banking & Trust 
Company, Bar Harbor. Petty cash was verified by actual 
count. 


Accounts Receivable amounted to $3.66 and are 
shown on Schedule A-1. 


Transactions affecting tax, tax liens and tax acquired 
property were reviewed. Unpaid accounts were reconcil- 
ed with the balances shown on the records of the Select- 


men. 


LIABILITIES 
Total general fund liabilities was $13.53. 
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DEFERRED REVENUE 


The deferred revenue totaling $811.68 represenis 
1958 excise tax collections of $789.68 and prepaid 19538 
taxes of $22.00. The 1958 excise taxes are being carried 
forward for future allocation by the townspeople. 


RESERVES 


The examination of the appropriation accounts (Ex- 
hibit D), shows a total of $2,382.32 which represents 
various account balances that are being carried forward 
to the ensuing year. 


SURPLUS 


The unappropriated surplus of the town amounted 
to $14552.74, an increase of $6596.69 for the year. The 
main factors contributing to this increase were net un- 
expended balances in the appropriation account, over- 
lay, and appropriation of $1,420.50 for retirement of 
fire truck note. 


TRUST FUNDS 


An examination of the various funds held in trust 
by the town revealed that the total amount of trust fund 
principals was $3,250.00 and unexpended income 
amounted to $173.75. During the year, the fund left in 
trust for cemetery fence, was used in accordance with 
the terms of the trust. 


SCOPE OF ADUIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertain- 
ed to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. 
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Receipts, vouchers, and canceled checks were 
examined for a selected period, and major increases or 
decreases in revenue and expenditures over previous 
years’ were explored. Trust fund transactions were re- 
viewed. Excise tax collections were verified by examin- 
ation of the copies of the receipts retained by the Collec- 
tor. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed advisable 
to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the town at January 15, 1958, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The audit shows a cash balance of $10,171.19 and a 
surplus of $14,552.19 compared to a cash balance ot 
$5155.27 and a surplus of $7956.05 for the previous 
year. The surplus is due to the proper financing of the 
fire truck and surpluses in the various town accounts. 

Town road improvement funds were expended partly 
in Sunshine and mainly on a continuance of the work 
around the Reach road. State aid money was continued on 
the Greenlaw District project, while the excise tax was 
spent on the Town Road program. 

We have received notice that future excise tax money 
collected must be spent proportionately on the various 
town accounts and you will note the change in this years 
appropriations in your Town Warrant. 

You will also note the continued deficit financing of 
your state aid account which had to be done this year in 
order that the state would accept this years work by our 
tarring the road thus assuring the road not becoming an 
un-acceptable project. 

- The Selectmen also wish to advise the taxpayers that 
the various amounts recommended in the articles are the 
only items that govern our tax rate. These money recom- 


mendations should be given careful thought and consider 


ation after being presented by their sponsors. 


Remember the tax rate is actually set at the annual 
Town Meeting and the Assessors in April only try their 
best to keep it as low as possible by seeking out new val- 
uations. “ 

In closing may we add that there were over 15,000 
Ibs of surplus foods distributed to the town needy at an 
expense of only $178.67 for trucking, to Shepard’s Ex- 
press.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Deer Isle: 


I submit herewith the Financial Report of the 
School Department, and the budget of the School Com- 
mittee, and my eleventh annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. 


School enrollment reported during the fall was as 
follows: Sub-Primary 16; Grade One 27; Grade Two 25; 
Grade Three 15; Grade Four 27; Grade Five 32; Grade 
Six 20; Grade Seven 22; Grade Eight 28; Grade Nine 29; 
Grade Ten 14; Grade Eleven 20; Grade Twelve 12; Total 
287. 


There are five new teachers this year. 


Mr. William Sternberg is the new principal of the 
elementary school, and he teaches the fourth and sixth 
grades. Mr. Sternberg graduated from Washington State 
Teachers College at Machias last June. 


Mr. Morton Hamlin, a native of Milo, and a graduate 
of the University of Maine, is the new high school princi- 
pal. Mr. Hamlin previously taught at Winthrop. 


Mrs. Ruth Tapley, of West Brooksville is teaching 
the f fth grade. Mrs. Tapley is a graduate of Castine Nor- 
mal School, and has many years of teaching experience, 
having most recently taught in Bar Harbor. 


Mr. Renaud Albert is teaching Languages, Mathe- 
matics, and Civics. Mr. Albert is a graduate of St. Louis 


38 


University, in Edmonston, Canada, and has done grad- 
uate work at the University of Maine. He is a native of 
Madawaska. 


Mr. Peter Kekligian is in charge of the music pro- 
gram this year. He is a graduate of the New England 
Conservatory of Music, and a native of Chelsea, Mass- 
achusetts. He spends two days in Deer Isle each week. 


DEER ISLE HIGH SCHOOL 


The enrollment of the upper four years of the high 
school has reached the highest level since before the 
war, and the junior high enrollment has remained high. 
Since the six year high school was established in 1947, 
the enrollment has gradually increased until it is now 
making necessary the appointment of an additional teach- 
er. 


The combination of two grades in one class, such 
as Biology, General Science, and United State History has 
grown more and more difficult; while the seventh and 
eighth grades can no longer be combined in any way. 
Appointment of an additional teacher solely for the junior 
high grades would be extremely desirable. For next year, 
however, that will not quite be achieved, as one or the 
other junior high teachers will need to teach one or two 
senior high school classes. The following year we hope to 
have two teachers entirely for the two grades. 


The net result will be a better curriculum for the 
seventh grade, and additional teaching periods in the 
senior high school. A class in advanced mathematics 
will be offered to make a four year sequence for the col- 
lege preparatory course. The class will also be heipful 
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to those who take advanced training in certain industries, 
or in the armed forces. 


An additional science course is being considered, 
which would offer advanced work for seniors. This course 
may perhaps be offered in 1959. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


Through the cooperation of the Stonington School 
Committee, seventeen boys from Deer Isle were able to 
enroll in the Industrial Arts course at Stonington this 
fall, on a tuition basis. The School Committee hopes that 
this arrangement can be continued in the future. Ii is 
somewhat of a problem to arrange the schedule to per- 
mit travel time, but Mr. Hamlin has been able to arrange 
it. : 


DEER ISLE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


Mr. Sternberg has planned an increased physical ed- 
ucation and recreation program at the elementary school 
this year, and with the cooperation of the teachers a pro- 
gram of assemblies and entertainments has been schedu- 
led. Fifth grade pupils, who have classes in the Masonic 
Building, are conveyed first to the new school each day, 
and after school, for use of the play-ground equipment, 
and the indoor facilities during recreation periods. They 
are carried by bus to their classroom for regular sub- 
jects. 


SCHOOL LUNCH 


The experienced workers on the staff of the 
school lunch have continued to serve excellent meals. 


Attendance, however, suffered during the epidemic of 
Asian Flu, and a total of one thousand fewer meals was 
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served during the fall term, compared with 1956. In ad- 
dition to this loss of income, the program has encounted 
other difficulties common to the lunch programs of the 
state this fall. Federal subsidy to school lunches has 
been reduced again this fall. Since 1947 the subsidy has 
been reduced from nine cents per meal to four and one- 
half cents. This means a loss of income amounting to 
about a dollar a day. In addition the donation of Federal 
surplus meat and poultry has been reduced this year, 
while the Milk Control Board advanced the price of milk. 


State authorities have been considering the prospect 
of authorizing price advances in the daily meals from 
twenty-five cents to thirty cents. Meanwhile, they have 
suggested to many towns that wholesale food buying, 
and payment of the lunch staffs by communities, reserv- 
ing payments by children for actual food purchases. 


The problem is serious. In near-by Brooklin, for 
example, the program has been closed since January 24, 
after operating for twelve years. Fortunately, we have 
an experienced lunch staff, and an increased attendance 
since Christmas 


HEALTH COUNCIL 


Once again we want to thank the Health Council for 
the wonderful help they have given the schools. They 
have provided, with the help of other organizations, many 
free, lunches for needy children, and over the years 
helped many children to their heartiest meal of the day. 


In addition, working with Dr. Kopfmann and Miss 
Randall, they have assisted with health examinations and 
inoculations and dental treatments that by now number 
literally in the thousands.

PTA 


The Deer Isle PTA has shown great interest in the 
needs of the schools, and in recent months they provided 
a fence for the play yard of the sub-primary children, 
donated a film strip projector to the high school, and in- 
stalled lights in the parking lot at the elementary school. 
We are indeed grateful. 


We are all grateful, as well, for the continuing in- 
terest and support of the townspeople, whose encourge- 
ment, assistance and counsel have brought solutions to 
many problems. Your warm personal friendship with 
your teachers will do much to counter the lure of highly 
paid positions in larger places, and maintain experienced 
capable faculties in your schools.

The school well was deepened 120 feet this past 
summer, making the total depth 255 feet. Tests before 
deepening showed that the capacity of the old well had 
dropped to approximately one gallon a minute. After 
deepening, tests showed a flowage of better than five 
gallons a minute at a depth of 105 feet. At lower levels 
the flowage should be considerably more. The water 
supply for the school at present is limited by the cap- 
acity of the pump. 


Bills for the drilling and plumbing were paid on

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR DEER ISLE 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE 


January 1, 1957 through December 31, 1957 


To have health is to be free of disease in body, mind 
and soul. To accomplish community health is the goal of 
every health program. The public health nursing service 
teaches parents how to protect their children’s health. 
Your nurse visits the home of expectant mothers, pre- 
school children, crippled children, and adults. She inter- 
prets to them scientific information that will help in the 
proper treatment and prevention of disease. 


Clinics, such as, Crippled Children’s, Pediatric, Car- 
diac, and Hard-of-Hearing are available to children who 
have special needs. X-ray of Chest is available to patients 
who have tuberculosis and to the family and/or contacts, 
each year, in spring and fall at the Ellsworth regional 
clinic. 


Visits have been made with the individual teachers 
to confer with them about the health of the children in 
their classroom. Grades four through high school were 
tested for hearing defects by volunteers. Rechecks will 
be done by the nurse on all those in question. School 
physical examinations were done by Dr. Kopfmann, M. 
D. One hundred-nineteen pupils in the fourth, seventh 
and eleventh grades were examined, thirty-one parents 
took this opportunity to confer with the doctor about 
their child’s health. 
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Immunization clinics were held to offer smallpox 
vaccinations to all Deer Isle residents. One hundred- 
twenty-three persons were vaccinated. Salk vaccine was 
again offered to all persons. During the seven polio vac- 
cine clinics, ninety first injections were done, ninety-one 
second injections were given, and 207 third injections 
were given. 


Four Child Health Conferences were held with a 
total of thirty-nine pre-school children participating. Four 
were infants. Nine children received smallpox vaccinat- 
ions, twenty-four were protected against diphtheria-who- 
oping cough-tetanus, and twelve were given polio im- 
munizations. 


The Deer Isle Health Council assisted in the work 
of the health program. Several meetings were held to 
make plans and to determine the needs of the community. 


We wish to express appreciation to the Health Coun- 

cil, Dr. Kopfmann, the teachers, and Mr. Smith for their 
assistance in promoting the activities of the public health 
nursing service during 1957.

During the past year the department responded to 
four house fires, sixteen chimney, eight grass, two car, 
one woods and two at the town dump, a total of thirty- 
three fires.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


On August 23, 1957, the Selectmen of Deer Isle, 
under the provisions of Statutes of the State of Maine, 
providing for the protection and the betterment of the 
Health and Welfare of the inhabitants of the Town of 
Deer Isle, formally appointed and. organized a Volunteer 
Police Dept. Initia! efforts in the new organization in its 
creation is due mainly to work of Cecil Robbins, the first 
person to be appointed to the Office of Chief of Police. 


There were a total of over 7000 miles of road patrol- 
ed during the ensuing months. During these patrols 106 
notices of vehicle violations were noted and the infrac- 
tors warned. Two doors were found unlocked, five dances 
were supervised along with five ball games. 


There were seventeen investigations of complainis, 
four motor vehicle accident reports, two arrest and 
convictions. 


By closer co-ordination with other law enforce- 
ment agencies and their expert advice, it is hoped 
that in the near future the Dept. will operate more ef- 
ficiently. From time to time we will have guest speakers 
who will visit with us and instruct us in the best methods 
of police procedure.

An audit of the books and records of the Town of 
Deer Isle has been completed for the municipal year end- 
ed January 15, 1959. The audit included an examination 
of the records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, 
Treasurer, School District and the records of the Trea- 
surer of the Fire Association, insofar as they pertained 
to the town appropriation. 


The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions, as well as an analysis of available funds and expen- 
ditures. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $11,027.17 was reconciled with 
the statements furnished by the Union Trust Company, 
Ellsworth, Maine; and the Bar Harbor Banking & Trust 
Co., Bar Harbor. Petty cash was verified by actual 
count. 


Accounts Receivable amounted to $5,389.23. This 
represents the amount due from the State of Maine for 
Town Road Improvement. 


Transactions affecting tax, tax liens and tax ac- 
quired property were reviewed. Unpaid accounts were 
reconciled with the balances shown on the records of the 
Selectmen.

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DEFERRED REVENUE 


The deferred revenue totaling $618.55 represents 
1959 excise tax collections which are being carried for- 
ward for future allocation by the townspeople. 


RESERVES 


The examination of the appropriation accounts (Ex- 
hibit D), shows a total of $5,153.57 which represents var- 
ious account balances that are being carried forward to 
the ensuing year. 


SURPLUS 


The unappropriated surplus of the town amounted to 
$17,049.20, an increase of $2,496.46 for the year. The 
main factors contributing to this increase were the over- 
lay, 1958 excise tax balance, less the net overdraft bal- 
ance in departmental accounts. 


TRUST FUNDS 


An examination of the various funds held in trust 
by the town revealed that the total amount of trust fund 
principals was $3,750.00 and unexpended income 
amounted to $192.04. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. 


Receipts, vouchers, and canceled checks were exa- 
mined for a selected period, and major increases or de- 
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creases in revenue and expenditures over previous years’ 
were explored. Trust fund transactions were reviewed. 
Excise tax collections were verified by examination of 
the copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed advisable 
to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the town at January 15, 1959, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Selectmen are glad to report that the Surplus 
account has increased from $14552.19 to $17049.20 
almost despite a deficit of $2000.00 in the Snow account. 
It is suggested that the Selectmens recommendation for 
this very flexible account be closely followed under a 
different plan for the ensuing year. 

The Town Road Improvement Fund was expended 
last year upon the continuation of the work being done 
on the Pressey Village Road. The State Aid money last 
year was held in reserve in order to offset the huge de- 
ficit of the preceding years, and this will enable us to 
continue the work in Sunshine with funds being avail- 
able to the extent of approximately $5444.00 thus mak- 
ing it possible to do a much better job in regards to the 
hiring of equipment. 

The people of Deer Isle are heartily thanked by 
your Board of Selectmen for their splendid co-operation 
in paying their taxes last year in spite of the financial 
difficulty faced by many of our taxpayers. We were able 
to operate in a very efficient manner in regards to our 
borrowing of money and in meeting our commitments 
thereby enabling us to save quite a bit in our Interest 
account. At the time of this writing approximately ninety 
five percent of our taxes have been collected which is a 
splendid record in regards to Towns of comparable size. 

During the past year the Selectmen distributed 
about 16,000 Ibs of surplus food during the past year 
consisting of flour, rice, butter, corn meal and cheese.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


‘I submit herewith the Financial Report of the School 
Department, the budget of the School Committee and 
my twelfth annual report. 


School enrollment reported during the fall term was 
as follows: Sub-Primary 13; Grade One 11; Grade Two 
23; Grade Three 24; Grade Four 14; Grade Five 25; 
Grade Six 25; Grade Seven 25; Grade Eight 23, Grade 
Nine 26; Grade Ten 28; Grade Eleven 14; Grade Twelve 
18. Elementary School Total 135; Six-year High School 
Total 134; Total of all grades 269. 


There are four new teachers this year. 


Miss Doris Gross has charge of senior high school 
English, and teaches United States History. Miss Gross 
may be remembered for formerly having taught in 
Stonington. Her most recent teaching was done at Stearns 
High School of Millinocket, where she was head of the 
English Department for eight years. 


Mrs. Emily Haskell, of Deer Isle is our new teacher 
of Grade Five. Mrs. Haskell formerly taught in Deer Isle. 
She attended the University of Maine, and returned to 
the University last summer for additional professional 
training. 


Miss Blanche Beal, of Jonesport is teaching Grades 
Three and Four. She has many years of teaching experi- 
ence in Jonesport, and Beals Island. Her most recent 
teaching was in the elementary school at Frenchboro. 
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Mr. Arnold Johnson is teaching French, Mathema- 
tics, and Social Studies this year, and coaching girls’ 
basketball. Mr. Johnson, who is a native of Swan’s Island, 
graduated last June from the University of Maine. 


Three other teachers have new teaching assignments 
this year. Mrs. Harding is teaching both the first grade 
and the sub-primary, and Mrs. Rice was transferred to 
the junior high grades. Mrs. Tapley also was transferred 
to the junior high grades, and one science class in the 
ninth grade. 


DEER ISLE HIGH SCHOOL 


The enrollment of the six-year high school increased 
again this year, and the enrollment of the upper four 
years increased from 75 to 8&6. Another increase may 
be expected next year. Several classes that once were 
taught to two grades ai a time, in alternate years, have 
had to be re-arranged to be taught to one grade, and 
taught every year, as a result of increased enrollment. 
Among these classes are Biology, General Science, World 
History, and English. 


The mathematics program has been increased by 
adding a senior mathematics course in trigonometry, and 
algebra. 


These additional teaching periods have been made 
possible by the addition of a teaching position at the 
junior high level, relieving senior high school teachers 
to teach the additional classes required by the higher 
enrollment. 


Availability of one classroom is the Masonic Buil- 
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ding, formerly occupied by the fifth grade, made room 
for some of this expansion of the high school program. 


Science teaching has been extended to the seventh 
grade, and there will be a unified science program in 
grades seven, eight, and nine. The junior high program 
will be much more complete now that an additional tea- 
cher is available. 


Two additional typewriters were necessary for the 
typing classes this year. The Island Woman’s Club gen- 
erously donated one of these typewriters. We are sin- 
cerely grateful for this thoughtful gift. 


DEER ISLE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


For the past two years, and apparently next year, 
the enrollment of the entering sub-primary class has been 
smaller than it was in most of the past ten years. For this 
reason the School Committee decided to combine the sub- 
primary and first grades in one classroom. While the 
Committee members have felt, ever since the new school 
was built, that the importance of teacher attention and 
supervision for pupils in the beginning grades made it 
most desirable to assign each to a single classroom and a 
single teacher; the prospect that this would mean one 
room and one teacher for perhaps a dozen children in- 
fluenced the Committee to combine the two grades. If 
either the sub-primary or the first grade were to in- 
crease very much in enrollment, some change would be 
necessary. 


As a result of the combination of primary grades, 
the fifth grade was assigned to the former first grade 
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room, and the Masonic Building made available for the 
increased high school program and enrollment. 


If the sub-primary grade should be assigned a sepa- 
rate room, and the fifth grade returned to the Masonic 
Building, the high school would be extremely cramped, 
not only for lack of number of rooms, but because of the 
inadequate size of some of them for the larger classes. 


CONGREGATIONAL CHAPEL 


We are grateful to the Trustees of the Congregation- 
al Church for permitting use of the Chapel two days a 
week for high school music groups. This has released 
classroom space for the other high school classes, and 
greatly helped by eliminating the noise interference for- 
merly experienced. In addition the music director finds 
the Chapel auditorium extremely well suited to the music 
instructional program. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


The arrangement with the Stonington School Com- 
mittee for Deer Isle boys to take shop courses in Ston- 
ington was continued this year. In spite of the inconven- 
ience to the boys of spending part of the previous period, 
and the following period in travel, enrollment increased 
from fourteen in June to twenty-one in September. 


SCHOOL LUNCH 
Reduced state subsidy, reduced distribution of cer- 
tain government foods and other causes, as explained in 


last year’s report, made it increasingly difficult last year 
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to meet expenses, and the year closed with expenditures 
exceeding income. | 


The School Committee regretfully authorized a two 
cent increase in meal prices this fall. With careful man- 
agement, Mrs. Pickering has been able to operate the 
program in the present year without further deficits. 


HIGH SCHOOL APPROVAL 


State Law will require certain standards for basic 
approval of high schools in Maine effective in 1960. 
Among these is a requirement for adequate artificial 
lighting, and adequate heating. 


The School Committee asked a lighting engineer to 
survey the two buildings used by the high school, and 
to report what lighting changes would be needed to 
meet the requirements. 


The engineer recommended installation of forty- 
four fluorescent lighting units in the high school, and 
twenty-four in the Masonic Building to meet the stan- 
dards. 


The School Committee has recommended an approp- 
riation of $1000 this year, and plans to ask for another 
appropriation next year to complete this work. 


The Committee was last year advised by Mr. Joseph 
Devitt, State Supervisor of Secondary Schools, that the 
heating units in the high school would be acceptable for 
basic approval, if they provide heat to bring the tempera- 
ture to seventy degrees. 


Whether this type of pot-burner stove will be ac- 
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cepted in view of the greater interest in fire prevention 
since the Chicago fire, we do not yet know. Mr. Percy 
Brown has made certain changes with the approval of 
Fire Chief Norman Haskell, to promote greater safety, 
but Mr. Wilbur Ricker, of the staff of the State Director 
of Fire Prevention, has told us that Deer Isle High School 
has been reported to the Director as one of the poorer 
fire risks among schools of this vicinity, because of the 
number of pot-burner stoves required. There are seven 
such heaters in the high school, and two in the Masonic 
Building. 


The School Committee has suggested appropriation 
of $1000 this year, with a further appropriation next 
year, but it would be agreeable to the Committee if the 
Town prefers to wait until 1960, and make all necessary 
changes at once. 


On behalf of the School Committee, and all the staff 
of the schools, I want to thank the Health Council, and 
the PTA, and the Woman’s Club for their invaluable 
support and assistance, and all the organizations, and 
citizens of the town for their kindnesses and help to the 
teacher’s and the schools.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE 


January 1, 1958 through December 31, 1958 


It is not unreasonable to ask why, since we know 
the preventative measures needed, we do not proceed at 
once to take the action indicated against infectious dis- 
ease and chronic illness in our local community. The 
public health nurse, in her service to your citizens, is 
endeavoring to teach parents ways of preventing serious 
effects of any illness and means of removing health haz- 
ards in the environment. 


This teaching is carried on in home visits to expec- 
tant mothers, preschool children, crippled children and 
adults. Methods of preventing the serious effects of 
communicable and chronic disease, as well as safety mea- 
sures which should be observed, are constantly stressed. 


Clinic services, which are available to children, in 
clude those for orthopedic, pediatric, cardiac conditions; 
and the adult chest x-rays at the Ellsworth Regional Clin- 
ics to all who have had tuberculosis and their families 
referred by their family physician. 


Your nurse has planned with teachers for service 
in interest of better school health. When questions of 
hearing loss have arisen, she has re-checked the child’s 
hearing with the Puretone Audiometer. 


As a service to pre-school children, three Child 


46 


Health Conferences were held with an attendance of 
thirty-nine children. Immunization against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus (lockjaw) and poliomyelitis 
were offered to those children needing this protection. 


The members of the Health Council have been very 
diligent in planning for the Health Program. 


We wish to express appreciation to the Health Coun- 
cil, Dr. Kopfmann, the teachers and Mr. Smith for their 
assistance in promoting all health activities during 1958.

Town of Deer Isle 


January 15, 1959 to January 15, 1960 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Deer 
Isle has been completed for the municipal year ended 
January 15, 1960. The audit included an examination of 
the records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, 
Treasurer, School District and the records of the Treasurer 
of the Fire Association, insofar as they pertained to the 
town appropriations. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $20,472.47 was reconciled with 
the statement furnished by the Union Trust Company, 
Ellsworth, Maine; and the Bar Harbor Banking & Trust 
Company, Bar Harbor, Maine. Petty cash was verified by 
actual count. 


Transactions affecting tax, tax liens and tax acquired 
property were reviewed. Unpaid accounts were reconciled 
with the balances shown on the records of the Selectmen. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 


The deferred revenue totaling $988.29 represents 1950 
excise tax collections of $895.29 which are being carried 
forward for future allocation by the pia and pre- 
paid 1960 taxes of $93.00. 
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RESERVES 


The examination of the appropriation accounts (Ex- 
hibit D), shows a total of $3,095.02 which represents 
various account balances that are being carried forward 
to the ensuing year. Withholding taxes of $266.10, tax 
collectors suspense of $.63 and credit reserve fund of 


$2,000.00. 


SURPLUS 


The unappropriated surplus of the town amounted to 
$20,614.04, an increase of $3,564.84 for the year. The main 
factors contributing to this increase were the overlay, 1959 
Excise tax balance, unexpended in departmental accounts. 


TRUST FUNDS 


An examination of the various funds held in trust by 
the town revealed that the total amount of trust fund 
principals was $5,250.00 and unexpended income amounted 
to $238.82. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 


the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern.

Receipts vouchers and cancelled checks were examined 
for a selected period and major increases or decreases in 
revenue and expenditures over previous years were explor- 
ed, Trust fund transactions were reviewed. Excise tax col- 
lections were verified by examination of the copies of the 
receipts retained by the Collector, 
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Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed advisable to develop 
these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the town at January 15, 1960 and the result of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The past year seems to be one that had more than its 
share of unexpected overdrafts in some departments and 
surplus showing up in others. We were forced to dis- 
continue the distribution of surplus food due to an un- 
expected demand upon our funds, but at this writing we 
have already made application to the State for a renewal 
of the Surplus Food Program. We have probably been 
able to discontinue payments to the State on several welfare 
cases and hope we are not being overly optimistic by not 
asking for additional funds in the ensuing year for our 
Town Poor Account. 


Cash on hand at the close of the fiscal year was the 
highest on record and surplus amounted to over twenty 
thousand dollars thereby enabling us to take care of any 
deficits that may have arisen during the past year and at the 
same time allow us to ask for a very modest sum to pay 
interest charges for the ensuing year. 


We feel that we are in a position to allocate a more 
generous portion out of surplus funds to help the various 
accounts in the ensuing year, but at the same time let us 
warn you not to expect a windfall every year to come out 
of surplus since depletion of surplus and working capital 
inevitably leads to higher interest costs and curtailing of 
worthwhile projects that usually cost the Town money. 


We are almost ready to go to press at this writing and 
except an unusually large amount of articles to be inserted 
in the annual Town Warrant, so in closing let us once 
again admonish the voter to act carefully in your reading 
of the Warrant and twice as carefully when it comes to 
voting. The selectmen also wish to remind the voters 
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that they are in office to carry out the dictates of the people 
given them at the annual meeting, but once the meeting is 
over let the rule of the majority and their wishes be carried 
out without the interference of the minority.

ROAD COMMISSIONER’S 
REPORT 


The State Aid money was spent in a continuation of 
the Sunshine Road. Since the State specifications called 
for so much fill, it was impossible to reach the desired 
footage. 


The Town Road Improvement Fund was again spent 
on the Dunham’s Point Road, completing it. Through 
the summer, the use of calcium chloride on the gravel 
roads has done much in maintaining a hard surface and 
keeping dust at a minimum. 


Replacement of several Town Road culverts, and 
extensive ditching in certain areas, helped somewhat the 
overflowing waters. This is one of our biggest problems 
on Town Roads and a portion should be remedied each 
year. 


Following this same idea, we try to improve, with 
tarring, the worst of the tarred roads, gaining as much as 
possible each year. 


The widening of some outside Town Roads has made 
possible better snow removal. The purchase of another 
sander has enabled quicker sand coverage.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I submit herewith the Financial Report of the School 
Department, the budget of the school committee, and my 
first annual report as your superintendent of schools. 


School enrollment for the fall term was as follows: 
Sub-Primary 15; Grade One 11; Grade Two 11; Grade 
Three 20; Grade Four 22; Grade Five 138; Grade Six 24; 
Grade Seven 24; Grade Eight 23; Grade Nine 19; Grade 
Ten 26; Grade Eleven 26; Grade Twelve 12. Elementary 
School Total 116; Six-year High School Total 130; Total of 
all grades 246. 


We have five new teachers: 


Richard Martin teaches high school Latin and sociai 
studies in addition to being girls athletic coach. Mr. Martin 
graduated from the University of Maine with a B.A. degree. 


Shawn Disney teaches mathematics and science at the 
high school. Mr. Disney has a B.A. degree from Swarth- 
more and a B.S.C.E. degree from Heald College. He has 
done graduate work at Boston University. 


George Lehigh teaches English and social studies at the 
high school, Mr. Lehigh has had teaching experience in 
two New York school systems and has B.A. and M.Ed. 
degrees from St. Lawrence University. 


Milton Haskell teaches Grade Eight at the high school. 
Mr. Haskell attended Graceland College and has a B.S. 
degree from Washington State Teachers College. He 
taught previously in the Stonington schools. 
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Edith Snowden teaches Grade Three and part of grade 
four at the elementary school. Mrs. Snowden has received 
her training at Farmington and the University of Maine. 
She has had previous teaching experience in the Deer 
Isle schools. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS—DRIVER TRAINING 


The arrangement with the Stonington School Committee 
for Deer Isle boys to take shop courses was continued this 
year. The enrollment was sixteen in September, While the 
Committee appreciates the facilities, they have become 
very concerned about the buses making three round trips 
per day to convey four or five students a trip. The per mile 
cost Bf operating a bus, of course, is considerable. This 
plus the desire to offer driver training during the 1960-61 
school year has prompted the Committee to make arrange- 
ments to lease a new station wagon that can be used for 
both purposes. Recent legislation states that no person 
under seventeen will be issued a driver’s license after 
September 1, 1960, unless he has passed a driver training 
course. This makes this course almost a must in today’s 
public schools. 


CONGREGATIONAL CHAPEL 


We wish to express our appreciation to the Trustees ot 
the Congregational Church for permitting us to use the 
chapel for music groups. The chapel auditorium is weil 
suited for the music program and its location enables the 
music director to conduct his program without interfering 
with other classes. 
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SCHOOL LUNCH 


Mrs. Pickering and her staff are doing a fine job of 
serving well-balanced meals. Mrs. Pickering is to be com- 
mended for her careful management. The lunchroom 
people also show great patience and understanding in 
serving the students. 


HIGH SCHOOL APPROVAL 


The superintendent noted in last year’s report that our 
high school building did not meet state specifications for 
Basic Approval. Our lighting must be corrected and a 
central heating system installed. No money was raised last 
year because school plans were uncertain, but with July 1, 
1960, as the deadline, we must take action. 


ELEMENTARY ART 


I wish to express the appreciation of the school officials, 
parents and students to Mrs. Fowles, who has so willingly 
donated her time and skills to the task of presenting an 
art program to our elementary school students. She is 
developing invaluable skills and appreciation of art at the 
school. Thankyou very much. 


On behalf of the Schocl] Committee and all of the staff 
of the schools, I want to thank the many organizations that 
have given their support to our schools.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
: SERVICE 


The primary purpose of public health nursing is to 
provide nursing service to people at home, at school, at 
work, in clinics and health centers; so that individuals, 
families and the community as a -whole will be helped to 
achieve and maintain optimum health. Health, as defined 
by the World Health Organization, is “a state of complete 
physical, mental, and social well-being and not merely the 
absence of disease or disability”. 


The very important work of the Division of Public 
Health Nursing of the Maine Department of Health and 
Welfare is to provide public health nursing service to 
people in the rural areas and small towns. These services 
include: 


Health teaching of individuals and families in their 
homes for the prevention of illness, promotion of health, 
and correction of defects. 


Prevention and control of communicable diseases 
through immunization programs, detection and follow-up 
of tuberculosis and venereal disease, and health education. 


Under Maternal and Child care, including school health 
services — forty-six students in the 4th, 7th and lith grades 
were examined. Ninety-five persons attended the immuniza- 
tion clinics. In three child health conferences there were 
forty-five children under school age examined and necessary 
immunizations were completed. 
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Follow-up home visiting to individuals under care ot 
the various State clinics — crippled children, pediatric, 
tuberculosis — to help patients and families carry out the 
doctor’s instructions for treatment. 

Working closely with the members of the Health 


Council so that a health program could be developed to 
meet their unique local health needs. 

Your public health nurse wishes to thank Dr. Kopfmann, 
members of the Health Council, teachers, and others who 
have so willingly assisted with your health work.

During the year, the department responded to three 
house fires, eleven chimney, four grass, one automobile, 
one gas water heater, one at town dump and two out of 
town, a total of twenty-three fires. 


Donations to the Firemen’s Association last year 
amounted to $182. These gifts are the principal source 
of revenue for the Association and are greatfully received. 
Proposed uses for Association funds this year are to build 
water holes at strategic points-in the town and to pay 
part of the cost of a short wave communications system to 
tie in with our county firemen’s association and with Civil 
Defense. 


We are trying to qualify as a “Class E” protected town 
and have asked the Insurance Rating Bureau for the 
necessary inspection. If successful this should mean a 
saving of one dollar per thousand dollars of insurance on 
all risks within two miles of the fire station measured along 
regular travelled ways. 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Police Department feels at this time it can safely 
say that due to the splendid way the general public has 
seen fit to keep their cars in a more safe operating condi- 
tion the amount of courtesy tickets issued during the past 
year has dropped practically in half, namely, 45. 


Expenditures during the past year for gasoline, station- 
ary, and equipment came to $338.34. The previous years 
balance along with last years appropriation and a $25.00 
gift from the Reach Community Club enabled the Depart- 
ment to purchase a complete finger print kit along with 
six Service Revolvers, holsters, and ammunition, obtained 
mainly through the surplus equipment program. We also 
have emergency portable lights and a lock gun. Better 
utilization of this equipment is expected when the Depart- 
ment becomes more familiar with its use through practical 

instruction. The present balance in the Department comes 


to $25.80. 


During the past year the following arrests and convic- 
tions were made: drunken driving, 2; Speeding, 3; Failure 
to keep right, 3; Leaving scene of accident, 1; Disturbing 
the peace, 1; Drinking on a public way, 1. 

There were also 14 investigations of motor vehicle 
accidents, 3 of petty thefis, 2 of simple assault, 1 of felonious 
assault.

All taxpayers should read the following requirement 
and comply with it: 


Sections 35, Chapter 81, Revised Statutes of Maine, 
1944: “Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by 
posting notifications in some public place in town or 
shall notify them in such ways as the town, at its annual 
meeting directs, to make and bring in to them true and 
perfect lists of their polls and all their estates, real and 
personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which 
they were possessed on the first day of April of the same 
year. If any resident owner, after such notice, does not 
bring in such lists, he is hereby barred of his right to make 
application to the assessors or the county commissioners 
for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such a list 
with his application and satisfies them that he was unable 
to offer it at the time appointed.” 
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
